chamber 
just 
before 
noon. 
Spectators 
arose 
all 
over 
the 
galleries 
to 
obtain 
a 
better 
view 
of 
the 
president-elect, 
who 
entered from the republican cloak 
room with Senator Lodge, republi­ 
can leader. 
Senator Harding wa* surrounded 
imm ediately by a crowd of senators 
who shook his hand sod clapped 
him 
upon 
the 
back. 
The 
presi­ 
dent-elect 
welcomed 
his 
admirers 
with a broad smile. 
A day of co-operation and friend­ 
ly relations between the house and 
congress was forecast by the presi­ 
dent-elect in a short address from 
the floor of the senate. 
Though disclaim ing any desire to out the least hesitation or evidence 
criticise Hie present adm inistration, of fear.

When the so called “bottom ” fell out of business a few weeks 
ago the News maintained its optimism, printed a better palier than 
ever, put on a circulation camjiaigii to make the advertising col­ 
umns of the jiaper still more valuable to our advertisers, installed 
m odem , labor saving machinery and did all In its power to keep 
up a “front” regardless of conditions. 
We didn’t do that because we thought conditions were not 
bail 
w e knew they were bad— but w e thought, and think yet, that 
the less said about the matter, at least sa id out loud, the better. 
Hut when men who came to this town years ago with the seats 
of their pants out, and who have prospered and have big business 
institutions tell us “tim es are too hard" to advertise now, and that 
they have no idea when they will ever advertise again, then there 
is nothing to do but to look the situation squarely in the face and 
prejmre to meet the consequences. 
There1 are merchants iii this town who don’t figure the good 
will work of a nfw upjier; they don't consider the accumulated 
influence that a first class daily palier can have on the town and, 
naturally, oil their business; they don’t care, in other words, wheth­ 
er tho imper survives or lavishes, and quite naturally such senti­ 
ment puts the new s|m|»ei* squarely up against the wall. 
We have thought that a real metropolitan newspaper, always 
boosting and always m aintaining a prosperous appearance for the 
town, would offer an investm ent that the merchants could afford 
to invest iii iii the way of advertising whether they were actually 
iii need of the adiertising or not. 
But it seem s that some of the 
merchants can't see it. We don't refer, of course, to the teal li\e 
merchants whose ails ap|»ear iii the imper every7 day. They are the 
“salt of the earth” and it is they wvio have made the city what it 
is. This reminds us to say, too, that we would appreciate it- if the 
more than six thousand |R*ople who read this palier would con- 
rent rate their business and buying power on the men and firms who 
(mtronize these advertising columns. 
At any rate the “go to hell” attitude of a majority of the 
sm aller business men and some of the larger ones as well, toward 
this palier for the last several weeks m akes it necessary for us to 
cut the cloth to fit tile garment. Self preservation is the first law 
if nature, and from here out the News will be just what the mer­ 
chants and b u s i n e s s men of the city want it to be, and not what 
we would like to have it be. 
We appear today with a four page paper. Four and six pages 
a ill be the mile hereafter instead of eight and twelve, at least 
until conditions improve. 
We are lopping off the payroll and will 
con sq lieut ly lop oft many of our best features and news articles. 
W e are sits]lending Mutt and Jeff and the picture service, one 
feature writer and possibly one editorial writer, and other features 
will be omitted from tim e to tim e as business gets worse. 
This article is not published to still further augm ent the feel­ 
ing of despondency now prevalent among the business men, and 
not for the purpose of trying to coerce them to advertise. We want 
the b u s i n e s s of no man who does not believe that it pays him and 
that i t is advantageous to the city to maintain a first class daily 
newspaper. 
It is published for our many readers who do not 
understand the “ ins” and “outs” of the business and who would 
naturally marvel at the curtailm ent of the palier unless the neces­ 
sity of the same was explained to them. 
With advertising or without it, the Evening News will continue 
to he published, hut it will not lie the Evening News you once 
knew and that we had dreams of inantaining. 
Iii the meantime, 
let us plead with. our readers, once for all, to m ake it a point to 
l>atronize those* who advertise in these columns. They are friends of 
Ihe town, they believe iii live and let live, they made the News what 
it is and it depends on them for its very life.

they did not know the man was 
being hanged. 
The 
negro, 
who 
told

was captured 
that 
he had served a term in the Ark­ 
ansas penitentiary, wras alleged to 
have accosted the woman in a pe­ 
can grove Sunday afternoon near 
her son's home where she was vis­ 
iting. 
He is alleged to have re­ 
vealed 
an 
automatic 
pistol 
and 
threatened her with death if she 
screamed. 
Officers were notified of the as­ 
sault and Bearhy Templeton, dep­ 
uty sheriff, and the jailer started 
in pursuit. 
When they came upon

breaking 
the 
windshield out. 
In an exchange of 
shots 
the

A 
physician 
pronounced 
the 
wound serious, but not necessarily 
fatal. 
No attempt 
was

remove the bullet 
because of its 
precarious 
position.

blood vessels passing through the 
neck 
were 
touched. 
The 
bullet

it is, and eventually will become
